l/ondon, Feb. 16.—Lord Roberts' ad- 


vance is well on fool, and is apparently 
being conducted in a most workman- 
like fashion and without the delays and 
hesitancy which have characterieed 
some of the military operations in South 
Africa. 
To this no doubt the open na- 


ture of the country in which he is operat- 
ing contributes. 


Lord Roberts' advance has not yet 


struck the Boers in force, ana their 
mobility and faculty of swift change 
of front to meet flanking operations 
have been so demonstrated on previous 
occasions that it is not easy to believe 
Lord Roberts' object will be attained 
•without a victory over Cronje's force in 
an engagement of considerable propor- 
tions. 
Lord Roberts appears to have 


already gained considerable strategical 
advantages, since he has penetrated the 
Boer lines extending from Spyfontein 
through Magersfonteiin to Jacobsdal 
and planted himself square stress 
Cronje's communications toward Bloem- 
fontein. 


As the wires are cltiied to correspond- 


ents with Lord Roberts, and as nothing 
further from him has been communi- 
cated to the put^c, the military adepts 
are figuring out the possibilities of Lord 
Roberts' communications, 
and what 


there is left for the Boers to do. 


General Cronje's communications with 


Bloemfontein have already been cut. 
The best news England could hear would 
be that he elects to give battle among 
the low hills and ridges west of Kim- 
berley. ^hould he determine not to do 
this, he must raise the siege of Kim- 
berley and retreat to a point "where he 
would prefer to fight. > 


This retreat could be a long detour 


around the head of the British advance 
to Bloemfontein; or, as seems to mili- 
tary students more practicable, he 
could withdraw to the north, using the 
railroad for his guns and heavy baggage, 
moving to Fourteen Streams station and 
thence to Transvaal territory. 


The Boers have made no preparations 


to defend Bloemfontein, and there is no 
particular reason why General Cronje 
should risk a battle to protect the capi- 
tal of the Free State.

For the Volunteers Lord 
liosebety faid he had the highest re- 
spect; but by no stretch o£ the imagina- 
tion could they be called soldiers, as it 
vas admi'tteu that they needed months 
cf training annually to render them ef- 
ficient. 


"The auspicious news of the morning 


from South Africa," said Lord Rose- 
.bery, "led to the hope that there might 
toe better news to come; but when fight- 
ing on our ov;n territory we have been 
unable before to advance an inch, and 
if another 60 000 men should be wanted 
for South Africa I <£s not know where 
they would be got. It may be said that 
it is unwise to lay bare the weaknesses 
of the country; but, depend upon it. 
other nations know our position as well, 
If not better, than ourselves. I would 
like to ask whether the fleet is to be 
strengthened or mobilized, 


''The crisis in South Africa is urgent," 


continued Lord Rosebery, "but we must 
not keep our eyes upon South Africa 
alone. Last December the government 
made vigorous overtures to the two great 
powers, Germany and the United States, 
for an alliance; but those overtures were 
not received with such cordiality as to 
encourage the government to pursue 
them. It does not appear that the 
friendship of France would bear any 
great strain; and, as to Russia, events 
bave been recently witnessed in Persia 
about which England formerly would 
have had something to say, but which 
now she passes unnoticed. 


"It becomes the government to take a 


lar-ge grasp ot the situation and to make 
adequate proposals. If Great Britain 
•were to lose South Africa she would lose 
the most important base outside of the 
"United Kingdom, and she would lose 
that colonial support which has been 
given because the colonies have believed 
that they were associating themstlves 
•with a powerful empire; a,nd thus the 
empire would break away from. us. If 
this be not a life and death crisis, I do 
not know what is." 


The Earl of Kimberley, the Liberal 


leader, said he ftlt the danger of the 
situation equally with Lord Rosebery. 
Although he would not ascribe a direct 
hostile intention to Russia, at the present 
moment, he said that he could not over- 
look the fact that there was a movement 
of troops in- progress, which, if 
not 


menacing, showed possibilities of the 
future that were not absent from the 
Russian mind. 


The ilarquis of Salisbury, the premier, 


in''the course of his reply for the gov- 
trnn.ent, saidr 


"I cannot enter upon the springs that 


guide the Prussian government, or the 
course it is likely to take; nor can I dis- 
cuss the health ot the Ameer of Afghan- 
istan. As to whether our forces are 
adequate for the work in South Africa, 
or whether it is true that the govern- 
ment have always been too late and have 
neglected opportunities, I would gladly 
accept a challenge, provided the words 
would not go beyond this chamber. The 
present troubles are not due to the ex- 
'pansion of the empire, but to miscalcula- 
^!ons made in 18S1 and 1884. Our fore- 
fathers were not discouraged by bad be- 
ginnings; and we should follow their ex- 
ample and not be cast down. The gov- 
~ Tnment are convinced now, as they al- 
ways have been, that the issue will be 
brought to a successful conclusion. I 
<lo not think any advantage is to be ob- 
"tained from taking a gloomy view."

SALT WATER AQUARIUMS. 


One Filline From the Sea. Answers 


For All Time. 
' 


Park Board Secretary Hurlbut of 


Detroit 
has 
received letters 
from 


abroad which show that salt water fish 
can be kept in the proposed new aqua- 
rium on Belle isie at a cost no greater 
than that required for the maintenance 
of fresh water fish, says the Detroit 
Journal. 
In Berlin the water which 


was originally transported from the 
ocean has not been replaced by other 
salt water for 25 years. 
Practically 


the same conditions are true of the 
Kational aquarium at Washington. No 
water has been taken from the sea for 
the salt water vats of the institution 
since the aquarium was established, 
back in the sixties. 


The water in these aquariums is kept 


oxygenized. Tbe presence of sea plants 
in the tanks, where they are planted In 
sufficient numbers, is supposed to ac- 
complish this, but in case it be neces- 
sary the water may £e oxygenized !n 
mechanical process. The loss in quan- 
tity of the water by evaporation is eas- 
ily replaced. All that is necessary is 
to add fresb water, but only so fast as 
the water in the tanks 
evaporates. 


While the liquid element of the salt 
•water evaporates the salt itself re- 
mains in tbe tanks. Therefore all that 
would be necessary to provide for tbe 
maintenance of salt water fish in the 
Detroit aquarium would be the trans- 
portation of a few carloads of fluid 
from the ocean to Belle Isle park, and 
the salt water exhibits could be 
brought right along with the salt wa- 
ter.

FINANCE BILL PASSED

Alter Adopting Two Amend- 
ments the Measure is Passed, 


46 Yeas to 29 Nays 


Washington, Feb. 16.—The finance bill 


was laid before the. sena_te yesterday, the 
question for discussion being the amend- 
ment offered by the finance committee to 
the effect that the measure is not meant 
to be an obstacle to Internationa) bi- 
metallism if the leading comnjerclal na- 
tions of the world concur. Mr. Hoar re- 
viewed the quest.»n and declared there 
was no pretence or hypocrisy in this 
amendment. Mr. Morgan, however, de- 
nounced it as a "miserable makeshift," 
and declared the bill would return us to 
the British system of finance. He de- 
manded the free coinage of silver that 
the national debt might be paid. Mr. 
Platt of Connecticut said' he wanted to 
protest against the assumption of the 
Democratic side that it represented the 
American people, as the question had 
been decided against them In 
1896. 


The bill was finally passed by the de- 


cisive majority of 46 to 29. Only two of 
the amendments were adopted, viz., one 
offered by the finance committee keep- 
ing the door open to International bi- 
metallism and one ?»y Mr. Nelson of 
Minnesota providing Sror national banks 
with $25,000 capital in towns of not more 
than 4000 inhabitants. 


"The votes taken on the various amend- 


ments offered were practically along 
party lines. Mr. Chandler (Rep., N. H.) 
voted f or^he bimetallic amendment, but 
against the bill. Mr. Caffery (Dem., La.) 
and Mr. Lindsay (Dem,, Ky.) roted 
against the committee amendment, but 
for the bill. Mr. Kyle (S. D.) was the 
only senator who did not vote and was 
hot paired. The free silver substitute 
offered by Mr. Jones, the leader of the 
Democratic side, was defeated by a ma- 
jority of 19, tbe vote being 47 to 28. 


The bill as passed consists of 10 sec- 


tions. 


It provides that the dollar of 25.8 


grains of gold .9 fine shall be the stand- 
ard unit of value, and that all forms of 
United States money shall be main- 
tained at a parity with it, and that 
treasury notes and greenbacks shall be 
redeemable in gold. 


The secretary of the treasury is to set 


apart a fund of $150,000,000 In gold for 
the redemption of those notes and to 
maintain this fund at a figure not below 
1100,000,000; he is empowered to sell bonds 
Of the United States bearing interesfat 
not exceeding S percent. 


It shall also be the duty of the secre- 


tary of the treasury, as fast as standard 
silver dollars are coined, to require an 
equal amount of treasury notes and to 
Issue silver certificates against the sil- 
ver so coined. Under certain provisions, 
too, gold -certificates s"hall be issued 
against the gold held in the treasury. 
No United States notes or treasury notes 
shall be issued in denominations of less 
than $10 and no silver certificates in de- 
nominations of more than J10. The sec- 
retary of the treasury is also authorized 
To refund the bonded debt of the United 
States in 30-ytar bonds bearing 2 per- 
cent interest, the principal and interest 
of these bonds to be paid In gold. The 
2 percent bond shall be issued at not less 
than par. Any national bank, by de- 
positing in the United States treasury 
bonds of this country, shall be permitted 
to issue circulating notes to the face 
value of the bonds deposited, no bank 
being allowed to issue circulating notes 
in excess of the amount of the paid in 
capital stocE of the bank. 


After the passage of the financial bill 


the senate made the Hawaiian govern- 
ment bill the unfinished business*. 


The house yesterday completed 26 of 


the 124 pages of the legislative, executive 
and judicial appropriation bills without 
amendment. During the general debate 
a variety of topics were touched upon. 
Mr. Boutell discussed the Philippine 
question; Mr. Grosvenor and Mr. Gil- 
lette civil service reform; Mr. Briggs 
pensions, and Mr. Underwood his reso- 
lution to repeal the 15th amendment to 
the constitution.

Possibly many of yon. suppose that 


the nrabrella is a modem invention, but 
it is not. Both as an Emblem of rank 
tuid as a protection from sun and rain it 
is of very ancient origin. Though the 
materials tiBed in the manufacture have 
bean constantly changing, the general 
construction of the frame has been 
changed but little in thousands of years. 


Egyptian and Ninevite sculptures of 


the earliest dates have many representa- 
tions of the trmbrella, but it is invari- 
ably in connection with royalty. It waa 
always held over the head of a monarch 
•when he rode in his chariot and at hia 
great open air feasts. In some of the 
Hindoo sculptures Vishnu is represented 
carrying an umbrella when going on a 
visit to the infernal regions. 


We find frequent references to the 


umbrella in the Greek poeta, for its use 
was quite fashionable among women of 
high rank in Greece. In the middle ages 
it was an emblem of rank in the church. 
Umbrellas were carried over cardinals 
and bishops in solemn processions, and 
all of the large cathedrals owned one or 
more umbrellas that were kept for use 
on such occasions. 


The Chinese adopted the umbrella at 


a very early period in their history, and 
for many centuries were the only people 
that did not confine its nB6' to the king 
and princes of the blood. However, they 
permitted only men of wealth and high 
position to carry them. The common 
people protected themselves from the 
elements by making their hate broad 
and umbrella shaped. 


From the time that they established 


their empire the .Japanese have made 
mnch nse of the umbrella. It is also 
used throughout India, but it is a mark 
of rank in Burma and Siam. One of 
the titles of the king of Burma is Lord 
of the Twenty-four Umbrellas. He uses 
white silk umbrellas, and no other per- 
Bon is permitted to use a white one. 
The princes of the blood each have, as 
a mark of distinction, two gilt um- 
brellas, with handles 10 or 15 feet in 
length. The other officers of the state 
have but one. 


From early drawings it seems proba- 


ble that the umbrella was introduced 
into Europe in the fourteenth century, 
but it did not come into general use un- 
til about 1700.—-Philadelphia Press.

The ingenuity of some insurance com- \ 


panies in devising ways and means for 
evading responsibility is equaled by ! 
nothing on earth. A claim was recently 
made against an accident insurance com- 
pany for indemnity by a physician who 
had met with an injury in a very pecul- 
iar fashion. He had been ill as the re- 
sult of an accident received some time 
previous, but was partly recovered. 
While driving he was seized with a , 
spasm, and great exhaustion overcame 
him. He stopped his horse and proceed- 
ed to administer a hypodermic injection 
of some powerful stimulant to which he 
resorted in such emergencies. Jnst as 
he was about to insert the needle his 
horse started. The needle was driven 
deep into the flesh, inflicting a severe 
and painful injury. He sned for indem- 
nity, he being disabled for 22 weeks. 
The judge dismissed the complaint on 
the ground that the injury was not 
caused through external violent and ac- 
cidental means in the intent and pur- 
pose of the policy. This decision will 
strike the average thinking individual 
as somewhat peculiar. If a mishap due 
to the sndden starting of a horse is not 
an accident, it might be interesting to 
know how the word could he defined.

000. The heretofore unfavorable atti- 
tude of insurance companies toward 
women has been due undoubtedly to the 
fact that few if any women had. an in- 
s-arable interest, but that day has passed. 
As the avenues of occupations have 
widened thousands of women today 
are the sole support of children or par- 
ents, and those thus dependent on them 
need the protection of insurance aa 
mnch as if the family breadwinner

Ume For Clover. 


For a good many years past there has 


been a general complaint among farmers 
in the older states that it was impossi- 
ble to get a catch of clover as freely as 
in olden times. Some have attributed 
this to a lack of potash in tbe soil, and 
there is no doubt that light applications 
of potash have stimulated a growth of 
clover where it would fail otherwise, 
but it seems to be now a settled fact 
that the failure is more often caused by 
acidity of tbe soil that can be remedied 
by a moderate application of lime. 
Clover catohea more freely in a lime- 
stone soil, and those farmers who have 
applied 10 or 15 bushels of lime to the 
acre have no trouble in growing an 
abundance of clover annually. "We all^ 
know how freely it comes in wherever 
wood ashes are spread or even where 
there has been a little fire of brush in 
the field, and it is probably as much 
from the lime that is in these ashes as 
from the potash that the soil ia made 
receptive to the clover plant.—J. H, 
Hale in Hartford Courant.

I a "Complete Bachelor1' — His Manner 


• With Ladies and Servants. 


There are those who would say that a 


bachelor has uo busiues.? to be complete; 
that it is tho duty of every young man 
to marry at the eurlic.it pructic-ablo mo- 
ment and BO give over tho selfish joys 
of bachelorhood. But as long as young 
men in their lamentable desire to bo 
comfortable refus'j to look at the matter 
in that light there is need that they 
should be duly instructed in the proper- 
ties of their position, and what better 
instructor could they have than tbe 
anonymous genius who writes of things 
"As Seen by Him" in that very fash- 
ionable publication, Vogue? It is he who 
tells them •what "the couij/lete bach- 
elor" should be, and if they are wise 
they will listen to his words. All the 
contingencies which arise in the social 
life of the bachelor are duly considered. 
First, there is the matter of his piiblic 
manners, in which many men v.'ho re- 
gard themselves as well bred are woe- 
fully deficient. They will prnoke in the 
street, keep women standing on corners 
while they talk to them, sit while wom- 
en are standing, carry sticks or umbrel- 
las at offensive angles, stare women out 
of countenance at theaters or hotels, 
and in general make nuisances of them- 
selves.

Such 
things are beneath no man's attention, 
though ho be a genius or a millionaire. 
Unul the art of dressing properly is un- 
derstood, the moral progress of society 
will remain an idle dream. 
VTe need 


not add that the man who wears a 
"made tie" belongs in the outer dark- 
ness of barbarism. It is gratifying also 
to note that the use of the Tuxedo, or 
house coat, is earnestly recommended. 
Since every complete bachelor will in- 
variably dress for dinner, he will find 
in tbe Tuxedo an economical and easy 
substitute for the more rigorous full 
dress coat, and one that can be worn 
not only at liome, but in informal com- 
panies of gentlemen and at the theater 
or in a public restaurant. We nolc that 
otir author speaks a good word for tbe 
black tie with a Tuxedo, thrush lie does 
not absolutely bar a while one. This is 
a question upon which no thoroughly 
satisfactory ruling has ever been made. 
For our own part, we think that iho.-6 
occasions whereon a man ir-d^ a white 
tie incumbent also demand a " swallor 
tail" coat. 


The toilet, is uot less important than 


the dress. Scrupulous care in this re- 
spect is certainly Ike mark of a com- 
plete bachelor. That a man should take 
his tab every morning goes without say- 
ing. At the same time there is no r$*>.l 
to insist upon tho rigor of the game aud 
say that the water shall he cold. Tepid 
water is best. "Every raaii should learn 
to shave himself." These are golden 
words. A barber is occasionally neces- 
sary no doubt, but there is something 
offensive to reflned sensibilities in the 
picture of a long row of men in chairs 
having a part of their toilet performed. 
Our author says nothing of the habit of 
having boots blacked iu the street, just- 
ly regarding it as one so bad as to be 
unspeakable. 
Patent tooth powders, 


washes, pomatums and nostrums of 
every kind are condemned without re- 
serve. This, too, shows good sense. T5e 
care of toilet articles is rightly insisted 
upon. A man cannot be a complete 
bachelor unless he is welling to take 
some trouble. Tho custom of wearing 
the hair long is disapproved. 


No point is too minute, for the consid- 


eration of this thoughtful writer. The 
etiquette of curds is a matter npon. 
which lamentable ignorance is often 
displayed, aud in calling and dining 
out there are those who show the lack 
of breeding. The practice of grasping 
or squeezing the hand of a lady is (bar- 
ring exceptional circumstances) unad- 
visable. "A man removes his glove 
from his right hand ou entering the 
drawing room, aud holds this, with his 
stick and hat, in Ms left. The hat should 
be at an angle, the top about level with 
his nose." This is important. But some- 
thing moro than mere politeifess is re- 
quired of the complete bachelor. His 
goodness of heart will come out in his 
treatment of his servants. Though he 
must ''exercise au iron will," he must 
also "encourage them, now and then by < 
a kind word. ' ' Aud once in awhile they 
must have a holiday or ' some cast off 
clothing. They, in their turn, should 
be "noiseless and aiilornatic. " Such. 
things too many young men forget. 
With this book, however, they cannot 
go very far astray. They can learn how 
to behave at dances and at country 
houses aud at clubs. If it be objected 
that on these subjects gentlemen do not 
need instruction, tbe retort js obvious. 
Persons who are not gentlemen have j 
their ambitions and frequently try to be- 
come complete bachelors. And since 
this is so, let us be grateful for the 
mentor who is able to

concern is worth considerably over $16,- 


000,000. 
So a bill in equity has been 


filed by Frick with the view of having 
the courts compel Carnegie to be gen- 
erous with him, and this bill gives the 
public some figures that are startling 
and makes public, though rather indi- 
rectly, some of the ironhand methods 
which served to make Carnegie known 
to the world as the "Steel King." 
The attorneys for Frick have summar- 
ized the statements of the bill of equity 
for publication, and by that summary 
we learn that Philanthropist Carnegie 
valued his big concern in November 


1S99 
at 5250,000,000, 
declaring that it 


was possible for him to sell It in the 
London market, in ordinarily prosper- 
ous times, for $500,000,000. 
This is a 


point in favor of Carnegie's business 
ability—he could and would sell his 
property for twice what he valued it. 
at. "The business from 1892 to 1900 was 
enormously profitable, growing 
by 


leaps and jumps from year to year 
until, in 1899, the firm actually made on 
low priced contracts in net profits after 
paying all expenses of all kinds $21,- 
000,000." 
This is what the summary 


says, Frick's modest statement, but 
there are men knowing to the concern, 
who declare that this vast sum does 
not represent the total profits. 
They 


claim to have knowledge that several 
millions were spent in improvements 
in the works and that the $21,000,000 
simply represents the net profits, the 
clean money pocketed. 
As Carnegie 


owns 5S and one half per ccr,t of the 
steel company his income from, it last 
year may be readily reckoned. 


It will be remembered 
that when 


Carnegie announced to the world that 
he would endeavor to "die poor" there 
was talk of his retiring from the steel 
company. At that time Frick wanted 
to get control of the concern, and in 
May, 1899, he secured a 90 days option 
on Carnegie's interest. The sum Frick 
was to pay Carnegie for his share was 
$157,950,000, and Frick paid 
to Car- 


negie $1,170,000 bonus for giving him 
this privilege to buy his share in 90 
days if he could raise the money. The 
deal feel through, but up to date Car- 
negie 
has 
not though 
of 
being 


philanthropic enough to Frick to re- 
turn the 
bonus. That was business. 


However, it conveniently 
serves 
to 


distinguish Carnegie, the philanthro- 
pist from Carnegie, the steel king. 


In his b^ll in equity Frick alleges that 


it was he made the money, that his in- 
terest in the concern is worth $16,238,- 
000 on the basis of Carnegie's 
own 


valuation, that "Carnegie suddenly 
and with malevolent intent toward him 
on December 4, 183,9, arbitrarily 
de- 


manded 
of hilr 
his resignation as 


chairman, and this without any reason 
except 
to 
gratify Carnegie's malice, 


that Frirk, in thf interest of harmony, 
gave his resignation, £iid subsequently, 
on January 11, 1900, after Carnegie had 
thus deprived him of his 
office, 
he 


(("'arnogio) demanded of Frick that he 
(Frick) should sell to the firm his in- 
terest in it at a figure which amounts 
to less than one-hair what this interest 
if fairly worth," that "Frick refused to 
sell at that price, but offered to sell and 
allow three men to value the interest 
sold," that "C'arnegie refused this and 
left Frick, threatening 
him for not 


yielding to flis demand." 


Furthermore: "Frick now alleges that 


after his resignation and at the time of 
this last interview Carnegie fraudulent- 
ly 
and 
secretly, 
without 
Frick's 


knowledge or consent, 
attempted 
to 


carry out a scheme which, if success- 


ful, 
would enable Carnegie, 
as Car- 


negie hoped, to confiscate Frick's in- 
terest fn the firm -at probably not much 
over 33 per cent of It? real value; that 
is, to fcuy, not over $6,000,000 for what, 
on the basis of Carnegie's option, waa 
worth $16,238,000. This scheme, which 
Frick says he can prove, was t/> revive 


and reinstate an-d make operative<ui un- 
executed and abandoned so called iron 
clad agreement of 1887, which related 
isodely to Carnegie Brothers & Co.. 
limited, and never did Include the Car- 
negie Steel company, limited, and also 
to attempt to make binding on Prick 
another so-called Ironclad agreement 
of 1892, which Carnegie never before 
had executed, which Henry Phipps had 
always refused to execute .and -which 
many 
other 
partners 
had 
never 


signed." 


We learn so much from the sum- 


mary given, to the public by Frick's 
lawyers, but as to the "ironclad" 
agreement we have to go elsewhere. 
It is understood that Carnegie on ad- 
mitting a new member to the firm re- 
quired the member to sign his resigna- 
tion in blank, that on the request of 
the other members of the firm the 
member was to retire, and that Car- 
negie, when he wanted to get rid of a 
member, filled the resignation and cir- 
culated a "round robin" -among the 
firm, which, when signed, was the end 
of the1- member's connection with all 
things Carnegie. 


The country is now waiting for Car- 


negie's reply to the Frick bill, through 
which 'it is expected that honest folk, 
the people who have paid tribute to the 
Steel King, will come into possession 
of more of their own, more knowledge 
as to how the fortune builders take in 
the millions and leave their conscience 
out in the cold. 


It is not long since Carnegie address- 


ed a meeting of workingmen and told 
them all about the blessings of being 
poor. 


They are forming' a Bible trust, to get 


from 15 to 25 per cent more out of the 
businessi of publishing the good book. 
Salvation without money and without 
price shall no loneer be.

It will be seen that in the last four 
years choice beef has increased in nrice 
at wholesale 1% cents per pound, light 
choice 1% cents and heavy good 1 cent 
j.er pound. Extra mutton one cent 
per pound, while spring lambs are a lit- 
tle lower to 1S99 than In 1896. Veals, 
choice, are one cent higher than in 
1S?6, 
fair to good and common axe 


quoted the same. 


Bun's Review of February 22, 1896, 


sa'd: "The average decrease in the 
price of meats between February, 1893, 
and February, 1896, was 2S per cent." 
During those same years there was a. 
large decrease in the number of all 
farm animals. The decrease in value 
was ?664,060,375. From $2,483,506,681 to 
$1,819,446,306. 


It will be seen that the average 


prices of meats at wholesale are not 
£>ny dearer and not quite as dear as in 
1S92. 
Why are meats and other things 


oC common consumption so dear at 
retail? It is largely so because our 
v-ay of distribution) is so expensive. 
Then we buy too many things "by the 
small." "When we order a peck of pota- 
toes we have to pay the provision deal- 
er for two trips to our house, besides 
paying for the potatoes. 
It is the 


same with the "quarter" of tea and 
ounce of nutmegs. It is a dear way to 
buy things. We could just as well or- 
der five bushels of potatoes, a sound 
of tea and a poound of spice. It is not 
the meat trust that demagogues talk 
so much about that makes meat dear, 
but it is the demand for the best cuts 
and our expensive distribution. There 
are not many farmers, in New Eng- 
land who do not raise pork, veal and 
poultry. A great many, farmers pro- 
duce lambs and mutton and beef. It 
is aa preposterous to talk about a 
rpeat trust as It would be to talk 
about a flour trust or an air trust. 
There axe thousands of farmers here 
in New England who would be glad to 
supply the New England market with 
all the meat it wants if they could get 
fair pay for the labor1 in doing it. No 
one hinders -or wants to hinder their 
doing it. If we have the grocery man, 
the provision man, and all the other 
men visit us every day we must pay 
for their visits. It is not fair to try to 
shift the costs to trusts or combina- 
t'.«ns. 
"Oh tha men In the morning'! 
They begin before dawning, 
And keep it up straight through till 


noon; 


They break up my dreaming 
With banging and screaming. 
Till my temper is all out of tune. 
Their number is legion! 
Some man the region 
Of my back door is always adorniner. 
Oh, the bliss of privation 
Beyond civilization, 
Where there is never a man in the

Sixty years ago, as a general thins, 


families here in New England i>ut into 
their cellars from 300 to 600 oounds of 
pork and as much or more beef for the 
year's supply of meat. 


Now our pork and beans come to us 


ail baked, and our meat comes to us 
in quantities used at each meal. While 
it is true that most of our meat and 
meat products come to us from a few 
large concerns, this is simply because 
great aggregates of capital can furnish 
us with our meat cheaner than indivi- 
dual producers without capital 
can 


furnish it. There is no monopoly about 
it. Even' person here in New England 
or in any other part of this country 
I.roduces all the meat that he wants to, 
and can put it on the market in comDe- 
tition with any other like produce. 


Of the three great food staples pro- 


duced in his country, wheat, meat and 
corn, the production of meat covers a 
larger area than either of the others.

There is a new order of things among

Fear That One Was a Local Man Dis- 


pelled 


The following dispatch from J. M. 


Taylor at Iloilo in today's Boston Globe 
caused much local interest: 


"It has just been discovered as the 


result of an investigation that three 
Massachusetts soldiers of the 26th regi- 
ment, United States volunteers, have 
been tortured to death by insurgents. 
The men were Dennis Hayes, William 
Dugan, and Michael Tracy, privates of 
Co F, under Capt, William M. Tuther- 
ly. They remained behind the column 
at Calinog last November, to get a 
tuba, and refused to accompany the 
corporal sent by Capt. Tutherly to 
bring them along. They were captured 
by the insurgents hanging on the rear 
of the column, and were cruelly tor- 
tured and murdered by the rebels in 
the public plaza of Calinog, the action 
being countenanced by the padre 
(Spanish priest). The padre has since 
left his parish for the mountains. 


When the men remained behind they 


had with them their full equipment of 
arms and ammunition, which was cap- 
tured. 


It was at first thought that the 


Michael Tracey mentioned was a for- 
mer local man, who was well known as 
a horseman and was employed for a 
time at the Greylock in Adams. The 
latter enlisted in the army from some 
city near Boston at about the time the 
26th regiment was recruited, but in- 
vestigation showed that he was a 
member of Company I, Fourth regular 
infantry, and therefore not the man 
reported killed.

WROUGHT IRON FAD. 


It Had B Beginning In Germany IB tfia 


Middle Ages. 


There is no doubt that wrought iron 


is more and more used every year in do- 
mestic economy and decoration. De- 
servedly so. There is nothing that lends 
itself so easily to the requirements o! 
both utility and art. Besides, it has an 
ancient and respectable history. 


Germany in the fifteenth century pro- 


duced much wrought iron work of a 
rather special character, such as the 
grave crosses and sepulchral monuments 
to be seen in the cemeteries of Nurem- 
berg. Iron was also employed for -well 
canopies, such as that at Antwerp at- 
tributed to Quenfcia Matsys. Originally 
a blacksmith fraau Louvain, he came to 
Antwerp to seek his fortune. There, as 
the story goes, he fell in love with the 
daughter of a painter, and, to propitiate 
the daughter as well as her father, ex- 
changed the anvil for the painter's pa- 
lette, and before his death, in 1581, he 
•was successful in helping to raise the 
echool of Antwerp to a celebrity equal 
to that of the schools of Bruges and 
Ghent. 


Ironwork was extensively produced 


at Augsburg under the fostering care 
of the Fugger family, taking the shapa 
of brackete projecting from the walla 
and grills over fanlights or in a balcony. 
Grotesque knockers are also common in 
Nuremberg. Keys were sometimes elab- 
orately decorated, a*J the part which 
is now a common ring was once occupied 
by little figures in fall relief, with coata 
of arms and the like. The French revo- 
lution was the cause of much splendid 
ironwork being destroyed, when, in 
1793, certain provinces had to gathet 
together every available piece of iron 
to transform int» ^Jikes and other weap- 
ons.—New York Herald=

THE BEEKEEPER. 


Spring is usually the best time to invest 


In bees. 


Combine bee keeping with fruit grow- 


ing, and you can more easily procure two 
crops from the same land. 


Bees are often subject td dysentery in 


winter, especially in very cold climates. 
It is produced by long confinement to the 
hives in severe cold weather. 


The greatest loss which sometimes oc- 


curs in early spring is spring dwindling. 
It is usually the result of bad wintering 
and follows the most severe winters. 
It 


is caused by exposure to cold. 


Moth worms are very destructive to 


empty combs in hives where the bees 
have died or combs that have been put 
away unoccupied by bees. Put the combs 
in tight boxes and fumigate with sulphur. 


Drones and queens are perfectly harm- 


less and may be handled as safely as a 
fly. Queens have stings, but use them 
only on their kind and in rivalry with 
other quepnK. Drones have no stings and 
have no means of defense.—St. Louis Re- 
public.

Riding to Hounds After the Nimble Brutes 


In Australia. 


There are two ways of hunting kanga- 


roos in Australia—one followed by na- 
tive hunters and the other by white 
men. The natives surround a herd of 
the animals, narrow the circle and then, 
when th(f kangaroos dash at them in 
wild efforts to escape, Kill them with 
short spears and clubs, commonly called 
waddies. It is lively work for the iiative. 
The kangaroo uses its hind legs viciously 
and with great judgment, and dogs, 
horses and men have been torn open by 
the nails of its hind feet. 


The white men prefer to follow the 


kangaroos with dogs. Every herd of 
kangaroos has a leader, known as the 
old man, or boomer, which warns its 
followers of the approach of danger by 
stamping the Aground with its hind foot, 
making a booming sound that starts all 
the kangaroos in hearing on a run. 
A. 


scared herd will ran 20 or 80 miles at 
times, or until it reaches safety. A 
male weighs from; '100 to 175 pounds 
and is 7 or 8 feet long. The English 
make tip parties of hunters and follow 
the kangaroo with dogs somewhat like 
foxhounds, but of greater size and 
strength. Women and men join in the 
sport, riding to the hounds on good 
horses. 


"Riding to the place where a herd ol 


the beasts had been seen the day before 
by bushmen," a Sportsmen's Magazine 
writer says, "we came to the bush, a 
growth of ubiquitous ti trees and tree 
ferns, fit to brush one off his horse.

The kangaroos 
could not run; but, folding their forelegs 
across their breasts, they sat down. 
Then, with tail and bind legs, away 
they went by hops, no hop being less 
than 20 feet long and others being more 
than 30 feet. They cleared shrubs 12 
feet high. 


"Curiously enough, the 
kangaroo 


travels faster up hill than down, the 
dogs catching np on the down slopes. 
The beast sometimes breaks its neck 
while running down hill by going head 
over heels. The does began to throw 
their young out of their pouches, and 
wo knew they were hard pressed. They 
turned suddenly for the water.

found the dogs at a water hole with two 
boomers at bay. 
We dismounted and, 


drawing our knives, waited an oppor- 


• tunity to run in and hamstring them. 
A dog rushed in and was caught by a 
hind leg of a boomer and pressed under 
water, where it was qnickly drowned. 
Then a dog got ono of the beasts by tho 
back and threw it, whereupon my cousin 
quickly hamstrung it, while I rapped its 
nose with my whip, killing it. We had

Havana Has Now Taken to Bi- 


cycling With Enthusiasm. 


A FEW GOOD BOAD8 HEAB THE CITY 


Comparatively Few Bicycle* Seen 


There Till ThU Winter - Women 
Riding a« Well as Men —Special 
Reason* Why Cabana of Both Sexca 
Should Vie the. Wheel. 
The bicycle craze has been a little 


Blow In getting to Cuba with its full 
strength, but it is here now, and wheel 
cranks are developing with amazing 
rapidity, writes the Havana corre- 
spondent or the New York Sun, Even 
before the war bicycles were to be 
seen here generally of German or Eng- 
lish make, bnt the riders were com- 
paratively few. Last summer the 
number began to increase perceptibly, 
and this winter there Is no counting 
them. With tbe coming of the cooler 
weather, about comparable to our late 
May and early June, bicycle stores pop- 
ped np all over the city. 


You can scarcely go on any street 


that you do not find a bicycle store 
urging the merits of some wheel, and 
now they are practically all American 
wheels that are finding a market. 


Havana is not a good wheel city be- 


cause of its bad pavements. In the 
heart of the town there is no place ex- 
cept the Prado, from Central park to 
the Punta, about ten New York city 
blocks, where the riding is decent. 
Here there is a macadam, or alleged

about, which has degenerated Into 
mud or dust, according to the weather, 
but still it is better than the block 
paved streets, which are rough and so 
narrow and crowded as to make wheel- 
ing unpleasant and even dangerous. 
The Prado, on the other hand, is very 
wide, there being a 60 foot road on ei- 
ther side ot the raised paseo, or prome- 
nade. The wheelmen and wheelwom- 
en do not confine themselves to the 
roadway. Even in the afternoon, when 
the paseo is crowded, bicycles tear up 
and down the smooth course, to the 
great annoyance of all the promenad- 
ers. 


Outside of Havana there are several 


good roads, some a heritage from the 
Spaniards and others the result of 
American energy. The shore road from 
Havana to El Vedado was rebuilt by 
the Americans, but the same mistake 
was made here that was made on the 
Prado. 
Soft limestone was used as a 


top cover, and it is now being ground 
to dust In pleasant weather it is still 
fine for wheeling, but if It is to com- 
pare favorably, with the roadmaking 
of the Spaniards it will have to be re- 
done. If there was anything a Span- 
ish,engineer could do it was to build a 
road. When he got through, the state 
may have had an enormous bill to pay, 
but It had a mighty fine highway. The 
road from Havana to Guines after 
getting 'outside the city limits is a 
splendid piece of work and simply ideal 
for wheeling. It is what the Span- 
iards call a calzado and, although built 
years ago, is as smooth and hard as 
asphalt It stretches away across the 
Island 40 miles to the city limits of 
Guines, and there stops as abruptly as 
though it plunged into an abyss. Upon 
reaching the end one plunges into hol- 
lows and humps, fearful for wagon 
and wheel alike. The treasury of the 
Island stopped at the gates of Guines 
even if insular authority did not. There 
is another road similar to this running 
to Guanajay. The road out through 
the Cerro to Marianao is also fine for 
wheeling, except, that where It has 
been patched by the American au- 
thorities the same soft limestone has 
been used, with consequent mud and 
dust 


As In the United States years ago 


the men are leading In the bicycle 
craze, but the fair sex is beginning to 
follow. The fashionable people have 
not yet taken It up, and it may be that 
they never will owing to Cuba's pecul- 
iar ideas on the woman question, but 
petticoats are surely becoming more 
frequent Women are now to be found 
at night getting on and falling off 
wheels under the friendly cover of 
darkness in their efforts to learn to 
ride.

Ttfe men need the exer- 
cise to give them muscle, Increase 
their thews and sinews and deepen 
and broaden their chests. The women 
neeil the exercise to train them down. 
Cuban belles are all too fat. No soon- 
er does the average Cuban girl get 
married and reach the age of 23 or 24 
than she begins to pile on adipose tis- 
sue at such a rate that her figure be- 
comes 
smothered. 
By nature—for 


some reason that no one seems able 
to explain—the superior of the men, at 
least physically, she grows in size with 
her years unMl there is no proportion 
between the two sexes. This physical

Americans in Cuba, and many explana-

better morals, their general abstinence 
from the use of tobacco, which the 
men bejrin in very early youth, and 
the fact that .ieu need more exorcise- 
to arrive at their normal stature than 
do women may all have something to 
do with the difference.

Conant was somewhat surmised at 


the turn affairs took, but took it calmly 
enough, and reoeated here the same 
Plea that he had made in Marlboro. 
His defense is that at the time tho 
ceremony was performed here, he did 
not know that his wife was living. 


The ceremony was performed by Rev. 


J. H. Spencer at the Baptist parsonage 
on the afternoon of January 1. The 
girl's name was Miss Mabel Smith, and 
Conant produced a properly made out 
marriage license, from, the city clerk 
in Marlboro, on which, his name was 
given as G. Harry Colburn. 


That nig-ht the couple stayed at the 


Richmond house in this city, and the 
next day went to Pittsfield, where they 
registered at the "Wendell as "G. Harry 
Colburn and wife of North, Adams." 
They stayed there only one night, and 
then disappeared, only to be caught at 
the union station in Springfield, where 
they were waiting to> take a train for 
Greenfield. 


Miss Smith accompanied Conant back 


to Marlboro, where she went at once 
to her home. She said that she did not 
know that Conant had ever been, mar- 
ried until after the ceremony 
here, 


when he told her.
